lant firf? paid down the Sum of and gave Security, as 
in Cafes Appeals to the Commiffioners of Appeals. 

Mr. Fog objerves in the Beginning of his la/t ‘fournal, 
that st ts an old Trick for arbitrary Miniflers, when-ever 
they intended fome extrasrdinary Oppreffions, to foment Parties 
and Divifions among the People. 

It was the ancient Policy (fays Mr. Fog) of the State 
of Venice to cultivate Unity and Concord amongft her 
Subjeéts - but this Policy was changed upon a moft unyutt 
Innovation that was made in the Government in the Year 
1797, for ’till that Vime, the great Council, which con- 
fifts of 470 Perfons, was annually chofen by the People, 
generally out of their own Body; but Puetro Gredenigy, 
being then Doge, a Man cunning and ambitious, he ca- 
balled with the Members of thi, Council, and bought 
them into a Defigcn of throwing off al! Dependancy upon 
the People, and fetting themfelves up for ever, --- in Con- 
fequence of which Deign, a Law was then enacted, that 
all, who were at that Time Members of the great Coun- 
c, or had been fo a Yearor two before, fhould, they and 
their Poilerity, be for ever Members of the faid Council, 
without coming to a new Election, and that all others, 
of what Rank and Quality foever, fhould be excluded.--- 
Thus was the Sovercign Power intirely taken out of the 
Hands of the People, and J’enice from a free State turned 
into a moft tyrannical Ariftocracy. 

T his great Change was brought about in the Year 
1297; and luckily ter the Doge and the Council, an Occa- 
fion fell out, which gave them an Opportunity of | {pi- 
riting up Divifions in the Citv, I fay, luckily, for, had 
it not happened, in all Probability, their Ufurpation would 
have coft them dear. It fo fell out, that a Difpute arofe 
betwixt the Inhabitants of one Quarter of the City, and 
thofe of another, concerning a Piece of Ground that lay 
between both, which Difpute came to a great Heighth; 
the Doge, and the Council, ufed all poffible Arts to fo- 
ment and increafe it, looking upon it, that they were ‘Safe 
as along as the Paifions of the Multitude were thus en- 
gaged againft each other.

‘had the People been unanimous, they might have wrefted 
‘this Power out of their Hands, after it had been fo 
‘ ufurped,-----it is therefore, that the Council hold it ef- 
‘fential {till to cherifth thefe Divifions, left the People 
‘ having Time to refleét on what they have loft, fhould at- 
‘tempt to recover their Liberties, and the Co: incil has fuc- 
‘ceeded fo well in it, that there fill fub{ifts fuch an Emu- 
lation betwixt the two Parties, that all their Study is, 
to vex and fpite one another; fo, that if their Children 
happen to meet in the Streets, and know one another, 
they feldom fail to fight it out, and No-body ever offers 
to part them ’till the one drew, Blood of the other, 
that he who is vanquifhed may be thereby animated to 
take his Revenge fome other Time of his Adverfary. 
‘The Senate, to this Day, not only connives at, but fe- 
cretly foments thefe Divifions, and the People are allowed 
totry their Strength in pitched Battles, the Pretence is to 
entertain fome Foreign Ambaflador, who refides there ; 
but the true Reafon | is founded in Policv, to hinder the 
Hatred and Animofity betwixt the two F actions from dying 
away, 

Father Pan! givine his Opinion to the Seigniory of Ve- 
'cey in what Manner to govern the Provinces under their 
Jominion, favs, that as to thofe Provinces, that have been 
fained to the Republick by Conqueft, and lie contiguous to 
the Territories of other States, the right Way would have 
en to have fuffered them to have enjoved greater _Immu- 
nities, and to have laid upon them lefs Taxes than what 
the Ne ei¢hbouring Provinces of other Princes labour under, 
for then they would have been bound to the Republick by 
Affection ; but fince, as I am forry (fays he) this Courfe 
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has not been taken, and of Confequence as the People can- 
not be, and we know are not well-affected to the Repub- 
lick, I fee but two Ways of fecuring the Obedience of thofe 
Provinces, the firft is attended with great Expence, I mean 
the maintaining an Army to keep them in Awe, which, 
befides the great Charge to the Republick, 1s followed by 
this farther bad Confequence, that the People being bur- 
thened with the quartering of Soldiers, will not be able to_ 
pay their Taxes fo well; therefore, the beft Way is to fo- 
ment Parties and Divifions amongft them, that being con- 
tinually at Variance with one another, they may not be at 
Leifure to form Schemes for recovering their antient Lt- 
berties, and as this Method has had its Effect at Verona, 
Padoa, and Trivigio, it will be neceflary the Republick fhould 
continue if, 

_ Thus it is plain, that when-ever the governing People in 
a State are obferved to cherifh Factions, and foment D- 
Wh amongft the People, itis for fome very bad Pur- 
poles, 

It may happen, ina limited Government, that, when-ever 
an over-grown, haughty Minifter incurs the Publick Hatred, 
and lies under continual Terrors of Vengeance falling upon 
him, he will be under a Neceffity of endeavouring to fe- 
cure himfelf this Way,--------It is no W onder, I fav, 
that a Man in fuch defperate Circumftances, fhould move 
Heaven and Earth to fave a wretched Life, and an ill-got 
Fortune; but why fuch Methods fhould be taken in this 
Country, and at this particular Point of Time fure cannot 
be eafily accounted for, yet we fee that Books and Pamph- 
lets are fent into the Country, to the Poft-Matters, the 
Officers of the Cuftoms, and of the Excife, to be, by them, 
difperfed, gratis, amongft the People, the whole Aim and 
‘Tendency of which is to ftir up a Hatred and Animofity be- 
twixt the landed and trading Interefts of this Kingdom. 

It happens fortunately for the Nation, that this Defign 
fhould come from one whofe bad Intentions to the Publick 
are already fo well known, that there can be no great 
Danger of his fucceeding in any Impofition he may 4t-

of his Conduct —-- but that he bears no good Will to the 
Freeholders we know for this Reafon, that they bear no~ 
good Will to him, for never was an Oppofition carried on 
with more Unanimity and Spirit than what they lately 
mrade againft him when they generoufly flew to the Suc- 
cour of the Trading Intereft in the Day of its Danger and 
DiftrefS, for whoever will examine the Lift of thofe who

London, “fune 30. Yefterday Se’nnight, a Trial came on 
inthe Court of Common-Pleas, Weftminfter, before the 
Lord Chief Juftice Eyre, wherein a Tallowchandler in 
Piccadilly was Plaintiff, and a Doétor who keeps a Mad- 
houfe at Bednal Green was Defendant. ‘The Aétion was 
brought for an Affault and Battery, and falfe Imprifonment, 
by confining the Plaintiff feveral Days in his faid Houfe. 
It appeared on the Trial, that the Defendant, in Confede- 
tacy with the Plaintiffs Wife and other Perfons, brought a 

ch to a Cellar in the Haymarket, where the Plaintiff 
then was, and having told him that his Brother who lived 
in Whitechapel, was dying, they earneftly intreated that 
he would go along with the Defendant in their Coach to 
ee his Brother before he died, by which falfe Pretence the 
fendant and fome of his Confederates prevailed on the 
Plaintiff fo go into the Coach with them, after which, they 
pulled up both the Doors of the Coach, and drove directly 
to the abovefaid Madhoufe, where they locked up the Plain- 
and confined him for feveral Days, without letting any 

of his Friends fee him; in which time his Wife /rript his 
cule, and carried off all the Goods that were ae 
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After examining feveral Witnefles, and hearing manv 
learned Arguments by Council on both Sides, the Jury 
gave a Verdict for the Plaintiff, with 1001. Damages befides 
Cofts of Suit. | 

The fame Day came ona Trial at the Marfhalfea Court, 
Southwark, before Serjeant Darnel, wherein a Quaker 
was Plaintiff, and a Child of four Years of Age and her 
Guardian were Defendants. “The Cafe was, that fome 
time fince the Child had afore Finger, and the Plaintiff 
pretending to cure it, it turned to a Mortification, where- 
upon he cut the Child’s Finger off, and afterwards brought 
in a Bill of 151. for his Attendance, &c. arre/fed the Child 
for the fame, and confined her for feveral Weeks in the 
Marfhalfea Prijon; but it being proved in Court that the 
Plaintiff was not bred a regular Surgeon, he was noniuited; 
upon which he thought fit to withdraw, for fear of being 
taken into Cuftody; and Serjeant Darnel immediately 
granted his Warrant for taking the Offcer into Cuftody.

Should this Offer, however, be fincere, 
there is little Reafon to queftion the Emperor’s Acceptance 
of it, as it would fecure to him the ultimate af his Aims, 
and free him from all Apprehenfions of any farther Oppo- 
fition io this grand Affair, 
~The Treaty of Alliance lately concluded between the 
Courts of Vienna, Petersburg, and Drefden, regards chiefly 


the Guaranty of the Pragmatsck Sanéion.

Pe Poles in General, feem determined not to fuffer any 

‘Fi foreigner to be their King_- They are refolved to choofe 

one of their own Countrymen, becaufe they think fuch a orn 
mnt 
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mutt underftand the trie Intere/? of Poland, and have a more > 
tender Afedtion for his Subjects, than is to be expected from 
any Foreigner. There is Reafon to believe the Election will 
fall upon Staniflaus, whofe Generofity, fine Parts, and good 
Qualities, feem to have made a lively Impréffioti upon the 
Hearts of his Countrymen. As Staniflaus has great Obli- 
cations to France, fome Advices are very pofitive, that fhould 
the Poles eleét him for their King, the Forces of the Em+ 
-peror, the Czarina, and the King of Pruffia, would imme- 
diately enter Poland, to prevent his mounting the Throne. 
In this Cafe, it can hardly be doubted, but he will be fup- 
ported by all the Power of France: The Court of Siveden is 
likewife faid to be in his Intereft ; fo that all Europe would 
probably be involved in a War, either to fupport or oppofe 
him. In order to avoid thefe fatal Confequences, it 1s faid, 
that the Primate and Senate of Poland are come to a very 
prudent Refolution; Namely, to defer their Eleétion till the 
latter End of O4tober, when it will not be'a proper Seafort 
for any Armies to take the Field and bégin a Campaign; {od 
that the War which feems to threaten Europe, cannot at 
leaft break out this Year. 
It is now generally faid that the Emperor, the Czarina, 
the King of Pruffia, and the Ele&tor of Saxony, will unite 
with all their Forces and Influence to oppofe the Eleétion of 
King Staxiflaus, which feems to make a general War un- 
avoidable ; fince it is hardly to be fuppofed that France will. 
tamely look on, efpecially as fo great a Party in Poland 
efpoufes the Intereft of that Prince. Some think the Pri- 
mate and Senate of Poland defign to put off the Election to 
the 25th of Ogaber, a Seafon not very proper for Armies to 
be in the Field, or at leaft to begin a Camipaign. - 
From Sweden we have an Account, that the Equipment of 
the Fleet at Carljcroon is carrying on with all poffible Expe- 
dition: And that Orders have been fent to thé Governor of 
Finland, to be upon his Guard on the ‘Frofitiers,and nar- 
towly to obferve the Motions of the Ruffians, by which it 
feems, as if the Swedes were jealous of the Preparations of

His Fa// was as fud-' 
den, and as unexpected as his Rife: He feemed himfelf so 


apprehend, that it would be attended with the moft fatal 


Confequences, and fled for Protection, to the Houfe of the 


prefent Lord Harrington, who was then the Britifh Minifter 
atthe Court of Madrid. The King of Spain took his dif-

City of Tchangchou, a Man of the Family of Tcao-chin, has 
‘murthered his own Wife. The Wife’s Mother has caus'd 
him to be indied, and, purfuant to the Evidences, and Judg- 
ment given upon them by the Viceroy of Nanéin, he 's 
condemned according to Law, to be ffrangled. The Cir- . 
cumftances of this Caf: are as follows: Tcao-chin has al- 
ways, till the Time of this unfortunate Aétion, lived in pet- 
feét Harmony with his Wife. Peace and Unity reigned 
throughout their whole: Economy. The Mother of 
chin having commanded her Daughter-in-Law to grind fome 
Wheat; the refufed to do it, and gave her Mother-in-law 
avery harfb and difrefpetfull Anfwer. Her Husband, be- 
ing informed of this, gave her a fevere Reprimand, 4 
told her fhe was a Wornan void of Refpect and good Man- 
ners, an Enemy to Labour, and Difobedient.
